BY MAYOR, WONT 
GIVE UP PLAC 


Health Commissioner Simply 
Turns Order of Removal 
Over to His Attorneys and Is 
Awaiting Developments. 


DR. SNODGRASS NAM D 
TEMPORARY SUCCESSOR 


Mayor Finds Defendant Guilty 
of All Charges Preferred Ex- 
cept Minor Ones That Were 
Voluntarily Withdrawn. 


Mayor Wells Saturday made formal 
announcement of the removal from of- 
fice of Dr. John H. Simon, Health Com- 
missioner. 

Dr. Simon transmitted the formal no- 
tice to his attorneys, but remained in 
his office, awaiting advices from them. 

Immediately thereafter the Mayor 
appointed Charles A. Snodgrass, City 
Bacteriologist, as Health Commissioner, 
the appointment being a temporary one 
until his successor shall be elected by 
the City Council and qualified. 

Dr. Snodgrass qualified immediately 
before the City Register. 

The City Council will not meet until 
September, its summer recess extending 
to that time. It alone has the power 
to fill vacancies caused by the Mayor’s 
removal of department. heads on 
charges heard before him. 

1 beg herewith to notify you that 1 
have this day found the charges and 
specifications against John H. Simon, 
health commissioner of the city of St. 
Louis, to be sustained by the evidence, 
and I have accordingly removed the 
said Simon from the office of Health 
Commissioner of the city of St. Louis as 
per order attached hereto.”’ 

In a memorandum preceding the for- 
mal order of removal, the mayor says 
he found Dr. Simon guilty of the 
charges except those which were with- 
drawn during the trial. These were 
placing Robert McDowell, an Insane 
Asylum employe, and John Carey, an 
ambulance driver, on the payrolls be 
fore their appointments were confirmed 
by the Board of Health; exceeding his 
authority in removing Miss Elizabeth 
Rohan, chief clerk at the City Hospital, 
and ordering a clerk at the Emergency 
Hospital to pay no attention to instruc- 
tions from superintendent, as the 
Health Commissioner was the one to 
give orders. The other charges, ne 
finds, are sustained, and he adds: 

J therefore, as Mayor, remove said 
John H. Simon from the office of 
Héalth Commissioner of the city of St. 
Louls.”’ 

Dr. Simon smiled cheerfully while he 
discussed the removal. It was what

Belle Kerney, a member of the See- 
bold's household, passed by Secbeid's 
room shortly after he had laid down, 
and thought she detected tie odor of 
carbolic acid. The family nad been in 
fear that Seebold would attempt sui- 
cide, and Miss Kerney at once informed 
her sister, Miss Alice Kerney. who hur- 
ried to Seebold’s room. She found See- 
bold almost unconscious on tne ved and 
suffering great pain from the burning 
of the polson. 

An ambulance was summoned from 
the City Dispensary and former Coro- 
fer Waite and Dr. Fitspatrick of the 
neighborhood were called in. When the 
ambulance arrived it had been decided 
not to send Seebold to the dispensary 
hospital.

COAL OUTPUT 


Railroads Are Back of Scheme 
to Form Gigantic Trust in 
the Illinois Field Adjacent to 
St. Louis. 


OPTIONS OBTAINED ON 
FORTY MINES ALREADY 


Land Being Bought Near Mines 
on Which Owners Refuse to 
Give Options—Plans Partial- 
ly Carried Out. 


A consolidation of all the coal mines 
on the Southern Rallway between Hast 
St. Louis and Centralia, III., which has 
been effected by a syndicate organized 
for the purpose by Belleville and Kart 
St. Louis men, is said to presage the 
control in the near future of the soft 
coal supply of St. Louis by the consoli- 
dation of most of the Southern Illinoia 
mines. ‘ 

The mines which have been brought 
under one control along the Southern 
Railway include some of the largest in 
the dis.rict. Among them are the 
Muren mines at Belleville and New 
Haden, the Little Oak mine at Shiloh, 
owned by Dominic Miller and others, 
and the Maule mine at the same place, 
owned by John Maule and others. 
The syndicate has issued bonds to the 
amount of $2,000,000, 

The output of the mines is about 60,000 
tens daily. 

The number of mines purchased by 
the syndicate is said to have been 12. 
The Southern Railway is said to have 
been behind the plan of consolidation. 
Persons interested in the consolidation 
of the mines along the Southern Rall 
way said today, that if similar proj- 
ects were pending along other railroads 
they knew nothing about it and stated 
that, while they could not say what 
might develop later, the pending con- 
solidation of these mines was not. 
part of any general plan. They said | 
also that while terms had been agreed 
on the mines had not yet been trans- 
ferred to the syndicate. 

Options are known to have been ob- 
tained on mines along other railroads 
which carry coal from the mines in the 
Southern Illinois field to St. Louis. It 
is said that the railroads are behind 
these options and that the purpose is to 
effect a consolidation of a sufficient 
number of mines in the district nearest 
to St. Louis to enable a syndicate to 
control the output and therefore the 
prices in the St. Louis market. 


Options on F orty Mines. 

The co-operation of the railroads ig 
said to be with a view to increased 
tariffs, which will more than compen- 
sate for the diminished tonnage which 
is anticipated after the deal is com. 
pleted. 

Options are said to have been ob- 
tained on forty mines in all. Three 
are on the East St. Louis & Suburban 
Electric line, 11 on the Baltimore & 
Ohio Southwestern line, and 2% on the 
Illinois Central. All the mines on the 
B. & O. Southwestrn, on which options 
have been obtained are large ones. An 
option on one other mine on this line Is 
sought. It has not been obtained yet 
because the owner is in California. 
The options on the mines along the 
Jilinois Central are on a little more than 
half of the number in the district, ot 
which there are 45. Options are being 
obtained on coal lands around mines 
now in operation, particularly mines on 
which owners will not give opti-n:. In 
such cases it is the purpose to» force 
them to sell by depriving them of the 
chance of extending their mines. 

It is stated that 30,0% has been 

id for mines on which options have 
become due. The options prices range 
from $15,000 to $110,000

Official news of the death of their 
son, Charles Joseph Kuntz, on the Fun- 
boat Bennington, reached Mr. and Mrs.

A report has reached here from Se- 
bastopo! to the effect that a mutinous 
conspiracy has been discovered among 
the crews of the vessels of the Black 
Bea fleet, in consequence of which the 
summer maneuvers have been canceled. 

Gen. Ignatieff, president of the special 
oonference for the revision of exception- 
al laws destined for safeguarding pub- 
Me order, arrived at Odessa today for 
the purpose of investigating the disor- 
ders. 

It ia reported from Elizabethgrade that. 
Gen. Ignatieff, after spending’ several 
days there sent for the representative 
Jews and informed them that unless 
they kept the youths from participating 
in the revolutionary movement he would 
destroy the city. 

The authorities of the city of Odessa 
continue making wholesale arrests and 
causing the expulsion of citizens of 
advanced liberal opinions. A number 
of professional mén, with their wives 
and families, including four editors of 
the Odessa Novosti, have been impris- 
oned and will be expelled from the 
olty. 

Renewed disturbances are reported in 
the country districts. 

At Kartamyshevka peasants who 
were complaining to the proprietors of 
their lands of the exorbitant rents wore 
attacked by Cossacks and infantry. 
Three peasants were killed, 11 wound- 
ed and 120 were arrested. 

Stories that Peace Plenipotentiary 
Witte is authorized to conclude an 
alliance with Japan and that he has 
decided to break off the negotiations 
in case Japan refuses to listen to his 
counter-propositions, cause smiles here. 

It can safely be assumed that the 
Russian Government will wait until! it 
hears the Japanese terms before it de- 
eldes what, if any, counter-propositions 
shall be made.

office of Dr. Nichols. 

It was a triumphal march for the po- 
liceman. There was but one interrup- 
tion, and it was made by himself. He 
spied Lucy Brooks, who he thought 
should be in the line of march, at 
Eighteenth and Washington avenue. 
“Come over here!“ he commanded. 
“All right; don't shoot. I'll come,“ 
and the Brooks woman joined the in- 
teresting parade. 

The officer made a record for single- 
handed arrests. 

Friday night Lucy Brooks and May- 
mie Young quarteled at 706 North Nine- 
teenth street about Milton Holland, 
and there was a fight. The partici- 
pants numbered many more than the 
two girls, and when Policeman Hime- 
les arrived there was a crowd of 200 
in the street in front of the house.

BUMB 1S EXPLODED 


NEAR THE SULTAN 


His Majesty Is Not Injured, 
but Several of Suite 
Are Killed. 


FIRST ATTEMPT OF KIND 


Windows of Diplomatic Pavil- 
ion Smashed and Persons 
Inside Hurt by Glass. 


BRUSSELS, July 22.—A telegram from 
Constantinople says that during the 
Selamlik there yesterday a bomb was 
exploded in the courtyam of the 
Mosque, close to the Sultan. 

The report adds that His Majesty was 
not injured, but several members of his 
Suite were killed or wounded. Several 
arrests were made. 

The bomb which was intended to 
blow up the Sultan fell short and ex- 
ploded about 30 yards fro mHis Majes- 
ty. The latter was at the time on the 
top step of the flight leading from the 
mosque. A panic immediately seized 
the Sultan's entourage and the court 
dignitaries rushed up and implored Ab- 
dul-Hamid to remain in the mosque. 

The Sultan, however, insisted on pro- 
ceeding, and entered his carriage with 
a calmness not usually attributed to 
him, and, picking wp the reins, drove 
himself to the Yildiz Palace amid the 
cheers of the admiring officials. 


Carriages Smashed. 

The explosion was heard as far as the 
Pera quarter. Besides the soldiers jn 
the vicinity several horses wer killed, 
carriages were smashed into maten 
wood and the windows of the pavilion 
resrved for the diplomatic corps were 
broken. The pavilion contained. among 
others, U. Grant Smith. second seortary 
of the American legation here, who was 
accompanied by Capt. Smiley of the 
United States army. No one was hurt 
in the pavilion, with the exception of a 
few attendants who recived scratches 
from flying glass. 

The force of the explosion also dam- 
aged the clock tower in the court yard 
of the Mosque. 

Immediately after the Sultan hac de- 
parted a detachment of cavalry charged 
down the street parailel with the 
Mosque, and from which the bomb was 
thrown, in hopes of finding the author 
of the attempt, who, however, has not 
been discovered.

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CHINESE BOYCOTT. 

John E. Wilkie, chief of the United States Se- 
cret Service, has just returned from China, and re- 
ports that, in his opinion, the contemplated boycott 
of American goods by Chinese merchants will not 
seriously affect American trade with China. 

This is reassuring news, and the known qualities 
of-the Chinese charaeter make it probable that Mr. 
The China- 
man ig a born trader. In spite of the fact that 
his country was closed for centuries, on its eoast 
line, to trade with the “foreign devil,” the internal 
trade between the Chinese provinces and with the 
neighboring eountries - overland has always been 
enormous. The Chinese merchant is a shrewd man 
at a bargain, and will not willingly permit any 
opportunity for profit to slip. It is net likely that 
the resolutions ef a bedy of merchants at Shanghai 
and Hongkong will be effective in coercing the trad- 
ers of the entire country ta, forego their profits on 
sentimental grounds. 

Besides this, President Roosevelt’s recent instrue- 
tions to consuls and immigration agents to avoid 
unnecessary friction in enforcing the exclusion laws 
will undoubtedly mollify the Chinese, as soon as it 
is seen that we are in earnest. The suggestion 
that thousands of Chinese laborers will be rushed 
into the United States surreptitiously as a result 
ef those instructions is a false alarm. It will be 
time enough to adopt the necessary measures if 
the instructions are made an excuse for breaking the 
exclusion laws.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—Jimmy 
Britt, the best little fighter at his 
weight in the world, awoke this morn- 
ig enjoying the satisfaction of having 
disposed of one more ambitious light- 
weight who sought his titlte. 

Britt was up and about early, and 
aside from a slight stiffness of the 
legs, feels no effects of the long 20 
round battle with game little Kid 
Sullivan Friday night. Britt has lit- 
tle to Say except that the fight ended 
as he had predicted. 

Kid Sullivan put up a rattling good 
fight for 20 rounds. He lost by a de 
cision, but it was not a close one, as 
Britt wae so much the cleverer the 
referee did not have to make a hard 
guess. 

It was one of the best fights ever 
seen here. The Easterner stood a world 
of punishment and landed some i- 
ful wallops on Britt, but they did not 
seem to have the force. The Califor- 
nian’s clever footwork saved him from 
the wild rushes of Sullivan, and his 
wicked lefts to the stomach kept the 
“miniature Sharkey“ from beating in 
too often.

NEW ORLEANS, July 2.—The action 
of the Alabama authorities putting a 
quarantine against New Orleans because 
of the presence of a few cases of yellow 
fever has caused much resentment here. 

Dr. White of Mobile has been assigned 
to remain here by United States Sur- 
geon-General Wyman and will estab 
lish a detention camp in the vicinity of 
Avondale, where travelers can remain 
five days and secure a certificate of 
noninfection, and under the interstate 
regulations they will be permitted free 
entry. 

Under these regulations freight traffic 
will not be interfered with, asthe quar- 
antine applied only to persons and bag- 
gage. 

Dr. Edmond Souchon, President of the 
Louisiana State Board of Health, gave 
out the following statement: 

‘The Alabama authorities who came 
to investigate the local situation have 
decided that two of the cases of those 
they were shown are yellow fever. One 
of these is still alive, though moribund. 
The other is living and should recover. 

“We do not as yet admit that the 
cases are yellow fever, but will await 
the diagnosis of an autopsy. There are 
two important facts to be remembered 
in considering the situation. One is 
that the Alabama quarantine is only 
against passengers, not against freight, 
and that the regular and most important 
freight traffics into Alabama and 
through Alabama and all through pas- 
senger traffic will not be interfered 
with in the least. . 

„Furthermore, the work ot sanitation 
that is being carried on in the section 
where the cases are found will be vig- 
orously prosecuted, and after ae? ex- 
piration of a few weeks, if we 
that the situation has . 
satisfactory end, the fever Bone 
stamped out, the Alabama authorities 
will return, and if they find the situa- 
tion justifies they will order quarantine 
removed. 

Dr. Quitman Kohnke, eity health or- 
ficer, said: 

“We will admit nothing until the au- 
topsical investigation show the cases 
are not yellow fever. Certainly, I have 
seen nothing yet which would justify 
me in announcing that the cases under 
observation are yellow fever.“ 

The Texas Board of Health followed 
the example set by the Alabama by 
adopting a strict quafantine against 
New Orleans. 

Louisiana authorities had invited the 
Mississippi physicians to investigate 
suspicious cases here, but Gov. Varda- 
man took the case in his’ own 
hands and issued an ultimatum pro- 
hibiting people entering Mississippi from 
this city.
